Statistics show that death rate 
in 1910 was 150.7 per hundred thous- 
and of population. In 1921 it had 
been reduced to 89.2 per hundred 
thousand. 


In 1921 there were 5277 deaths in 


Ohio from tuberculosis but had the 
death rate been the same as in 1910, 
the number of deaths in Ohio last 
year would have been S700.

to a lecture on Christian Science, by 
a member of The Board of Lec- 
tureship o£ The Mother Church, The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, in 
Boston, Massachusetts. 
The subject 


of the lecture is, "Christian Science, 
the Science of Being." 


In the words of one of the hymns 


In the Christian Science hymnal: 


Oh may all enjoy the blessing 
Which Thy words designed to give; 
Let us all, Thy Love possessing 
Joyfully the truth receive. 


It is indeed a pleasure and privi- 
lege to introduce to you, Mr. George 
Shaw Cook, C. S. B., of Chicago, 111. 
Mr. Cook spoke substantially as fol- 
,lows: 


In an audience of this kind there 
are, without doubt, those who en- 
tertain widely divergent views on 
the subjects of religion, of philos- 
ophy, of medicine. 
Some of those 


opinions are, doubtless, opposed to 
the teachings of Christian Science. 
I trust, however, that as this lec- 
ture proceeds we shall 
find 
that 
there are many points on which we 
can agree, and some points, at least, 
on which we are already in agree- 
ment. 
For example, we are all 
agreed that we exist. 
Every one 


present admits, without argument, 
the fact of his conscious existence. 


Since we are agreed that we exist, 
we can easily proceed to the next 
point of agreement,—namely, that 
there must be a cause for 'our exist- 
ence. 
The 
premise 
of 
existence 
leads unavoidably to the conclusion 
that there is a cause for existence. 
We may, however, differ as to the 
nature of that cause. 


Writing- on the subject of causa- 
tion Mrs. Eddy says on page 544 of 
the 
Christian 
Science 
textbook, 
"Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures." "Man 
exists be- 
cause God exists." And Jesus said, 
"Call no man your father upon the 


existing In Mind, partakes of tho 
exact nature of Us Principle, 
creator. It, therefore, reflects 


earth: for one Is your Father, which 
is in heaven" The Lord's Prayer 
Is addressed to "our Father which 
art in heaven," and at 
one time 
Jesus said, "I ascend unto my 
Father, and your Father; and to 
my God, and your God." 


Spiritual Causation 
Causation, as understood by Jesus, 
and as taught by Christian Science 
is spiritual. This spiritual cause is 
the one infinite, heavenly Father 
whom men call God. The Scriptures 
not only declare God to be Father, 
but to be the Almighty, the Ever- 
lasting, I AM, Spirit, Life, Truth, 
Love. 
Christian Scientists accept 
these Scriptural definitions of God 
without reservation, but they also 
think of God as being infinite good, 
as supreme intelligence, or Mind, the 
one self-existent and eternal Life, or 
consciousness. 
God is thus seen as 


the only source, origin, cause, or 
creative Principle. 
These Scriptural and Christianly 


scientific synonyms for Deity give 
us a better understanding of the 
omnipotence, omniscience, and omni- 
presence of God, 


_ From the standpoint of spiritual 
-sausation it is readily 
seen that 
creation must be spiritual, since ef- 
fect must always be like cause. If 
God, the only creator, is Mind, or 
Spirit, then His creation must be 
mental, or spiritual. 
Since God is 


infinite 
consciousness, or divine 
Mind, His universe must be a con- 
scious universe. The office of Mind 
is to think, and the effect of think- 
ing is thought; hence the universe 
of Mind is a univers of thought con- 
sisting of ideas which perfectly ex- 
press their divine origin. The only 
real and enduring universe, then,

is governed by absolute law, and is 
held forever in safety and security 
by the power that created it. This 
universe, being infinite and all-in- 
clusive, lacks nothing—it is com 
plete. 
All things in this universe 


are the expression of perfect Mind, 
or God, and for His pleasure "they 
are and were created," 


Man Is Spiritual 


The Scriptures tell us in the first 


chapter of Genesis that man 
was 
created in tho image and after the 
likeness of God. A true likeness is 
that which perfectly expresses its 
original. 
If, 
therefore, man 
is 
created in the likeness of God, he 
must be exactly like his creator. If 
God is Spirit, man, in His likeness, 
must be spiritual. If God is Truth, 
man, as the image of God, must be 
truthful, honest, sincere.^If God is 
Love, man, in his true nature, must 
be loving, gentle, kind, compassion- 
ate. 
If God is Life, man must be 


and is the living image of Life. This 
man, the true man, the only real 
man, is not subject to chance nor 
change. He is as changeless as his 
eternal Principle. He is not the vic- 
tim of lack nor of limitation. 
He 
reflects the infinite abundance of 
Spirit or God. He is not doomed to 
decrepitude and dissolution. He ex- 
ists forever at the eternal noontide 
of being. He is always at 
the 


standpoint of limitless opportunity, 
activity, and supply. 


Material Misconceptions 
From the material point of view 


man seems to be nothing but an 
organism, with a mind inside of it 
a mere machine controlled by 
supposed intelligence, which is in 
visible and which has never been 
satisfactorily explained by human 
philosophy. 
Some one may 
be 


thinking, "Why, the explanation i 
very simple. The brain is the seat 
of man's intelligence, and it, through 
the nervous system, controls and 
regulates the functions and facul 
ties, the movements and actions ol 
the human body." But what made 
the brain intelligent? What gave it 
the power to think and to direct ac 
tivity? Who has ever seen the in 
telligence that is supposed to be in 
the brain, and how do we know tha' 
it is there? 
Many people in the 


Orient believe the seat of intelli 
gence to be in the stomach; and it 
might just as well be there as in 
the brain, for there is no essential 
difference between the kind of stuff 
that constitutes the stomach and 
that which constitutes the brain. 
Under chemical analysis they would 
both yield exactly the same product. 
The difference, then, is one of be- 
lief only; and the 
fact 
is that 


neither the brain nor the stomach 
can originate the least bit of real 
intelligence. 


On page 468 of Science and Health 
Mrs. Eddy says, "There is no life, 
truth, intelligence, nor substance in 
matter. All is infinite Mind and its 
infinite manifestation, for 
God is 
All-in-all." 
This statement may 


seem startling to some of you, but 
it is no more startling nor radical 
than the declaration of Jesus, "It 
is the spirit that quickeneth; the 
flesh 
profiteth nothing." To the 
physical senses matter seems real 
and substantial, but these senses 
cannot testify truly, even of things' 
in their own realm. Paul evidently 
knew this, for he said, "The things 
which are seen were not made of 
things which do appear," and a 
modern college professor has said of 
material objects that all we know 
about them is that they are not 
what they seem to be. Mrs. Eddy 
agrees that matter is not what it 
seems to be, but she does not leave 
the subject there and say that is 
all we can know about it. She ex- 
plains what matter is. that it exists 


strated that tho medical belief tha 
or a fever must continue for a certali 
all time is not a law.

At another 
time Jesus was ap 


preached by a 
leper, 
who said 


"Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst make 
me clean," and Jesus stretched fortl 
his hand and touched him, saying 
"I will; be thou clean," arid the 
man was 
instantly 
healed. Thus 
Jesus proved, at one and the same 
time, his fearlessness of contagious 
disease, and that the so-called law 
of contagion is not a law. When 
Jesus raised Lazarus, he overcame 
for him the asserted laws of na- 
tality, dissolution and decay. When 
he walked .on the water, he over 
came for himself the so-called law 
of specific gravity, and proved il 
to be only a theory. When he fed 
the multitude, he set aside the ma- 
terial laws of production and of de- 
mand and supply. He revealed sup- 
ply to be the ever present fact, and 
showed that supply is mental. It 
was as easy for Jesus to multiply 
loaves and fishes, as it is for us to 
multiply 
figures. 
He understood 


the process to be meta-physical, not 
depending in any way upon mattter 
or material laws. It is neither irre- 
verent nor inaccurate to say that 
Jesus of Nazareth was at once the 
world's greatest metaphysician and 
its best business man. He was en- 
gaged in the most 
important and 
exalted business there ever was— 
the business of knowing- good and 
doing: good, the "Father's business." 
Jesus was absolutely successful in 
his business. 
He neither faltered 
nor failed. He always had what he 
needed when he needed it. When 
money was needed for tribute it 
was found in 
the 
fish's mouth. 
When he needed to be on the other 
side of the lake, he was immediate- 
ly there. His rules of business con- 
duct were golden: "As ye would that 
men should dp to you, do ye also 
to them likewise;" "Love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself;" "Seek ye first the 
kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness: and all these things shall be 
added unto you."

Disease Mental 


Even slight recognition of the un- 
reality of matter is of great prac- 
tical value in everyday, human ex- 
perience. 
Take, for example, the 


question of disease, -which occupies 
the attention of so many people so 
much of the time. 
In the treat- 
ment of disease; knowledge of the 
unreal nature of matter helps one 
to see that pain and suffering are 
not conditions of matter, 
but of 
thought. To know this is to take 
the first step in the direction of the 
permanent eradication of disease. 
If, as Mrs. Eddy says, there is no 
sensation nor intelligence in matter 
it is obvious that matter cannot be 
sick or in pain, and that if there 
seems to be a sense of pain or ill- 
ness, it must be in thought, and not 
in the body. This fact having been 
discerned, the futility 
of treating 


thought conditions, or mental states, 
with material remedies becomes evi- 
dent. How impossible it would be 


i to remove an erroneous mental con- 
j dition by the use of drugs, mineral 
water, mud baths, or even by means 
of a surgical operation. Tet everv 
day adds to the list of mental causes 
for disease admitted by physicians. 
Amonsr the mental causes' for sick- 
ness that have been recognized by 
physicians are fear, worry, hatred 
and anger. 
To these "Christian 
Scientists would add envy, -jealousy 
greed, dishonesty, and all flagrant 
and subtle phases of sin. 


Fear Is Ignorance 


Chief among the mental causes 


for disease is fear! 
Fear is man- • 


kind's worst foe. 
Consideration of 
some of the many things of \vhich 
people are afraid will convince you 
of this fact. They are afraid of 
food, of climate, of germs, of criti- 
cism, of failure, of poverty, of dis- 
ease, of death. Many otfcer phases 
of fear, too numerous to mention, 
are familiar to us all. And. it may 
be said that sometimes we ju«t fear 
"fear."

any Idn'd of mental manipulation. 
There is no effort on the part of the 
Christian. Science practitioner to 
"control" his patient mentally. On 
tho contrary, his effort Is to convince 
tho patient that there is In reality 
but one controlling influence or pow- 
er—that of divine Mind. Jesus s:ild: 
"J can of mine own self do nothing;" 
"tho Father that dwclleth in me, he 
doeth the works." Christian Science 
claims no other healing power but 
this eternal Christ-mind, which heal- 
ed sickness and sin in the early 
Chistian era, and is healing today, 
and will continue to heal so long as 
there is need of healing.

2 teaspoons cream tartar. 
1 teaspoon salt. 
1 teaspoon nutmeg. 
Beat taogether the sugar, butter 


and eggs. Add milk and flour sift- 
ed with soda, cream tartar, salt and 
nutmeg. 


Mix thoroughly, and add from one- 
half to one cup flour or sufficient 
flour to make a stiff dough which 
will drop from the spoon. 
Place in ice box or in a cold place 
over night or for several hours. 


Roll, cut and fry. 
Many cooks find it difficult to 
make doughnuts which, if they keep 
their shape when cut, are too stiff. 
The housekeeper who gives this 


recipe makes the best tasting and 
best keeping doughnuts the writer 
has ever eaten. She attributes her 
success to the small amount of flour 
used and the standing for a long 
enough time to make it possible to 
handle a soft dough.

Narrowly E s c a p e s 
Death in Aulo Accid- 
ent in North West.

Gianville. Nov. 28.—Accoidmg to 


news received by Mrs. M. M. Murray 
In a letter, and an Item in an Oregon 
newspaper, William E. Hopkins, for- 
merly of Granville, now of Portland, 
Ore., manager of the Oregon Oil and 
Refining company of Texas, narrowly 
escaped death in an automobile ac- 
cident some weeks ago.
